The ‘British cruiser Pelorus, a vessol 
of 2,135 tons, is atthe present moment 
almost in the’cantre ofthe South American 
continent. Relieved st St. Helena by the 
onisor Pandora on November 8, the Pelorua 
lett for South Ameria, arriving at Riode 
Jseiro on November 10. After calling 
‘at various ports the Pelorus arrived at 
Para, at the mouth of the Amazon, ‘ou 
Jmuary 10, and made a stay thore of nine 
sys. Tho cruiser then left for Manaos, 
aflourishing city about 1,000 mildé up the 
Amazon. She arrived there on January 
2h, which must be considered a remarkably 
gpod performance. The latest news which 
tus been roceiva. is that the vessel left on 
Pobraary 5 for Iquitos, The latter place 
isin Peru, and is only about 600 milos 
from the Pacific seaboard; while iti is nearly 
4,600 miles from Manos. -
